Aug. 23. —[Bpecial.]—Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti died in the ele-: 
tric chair early this morning, expiating 

the South Braintree murders of April 
15, 1920. 

To the last they reotested thetr in- 
nocence but the efforts of many who 
believed them guiltless proved futile, 
although they fought a legal and extra- 
legal battle unprecedented in the his- 
tory of American jurisprudence. 

With them died Celestind F. Madei- 
ros, the young Portuguese, who won 
seven respites after he “ confessed” 
that he was present at the time of the 
murder and that Sacco and Vanzetti 
were not with him. He died for an- 
other crime—the murder of a bank 
cashier. 

_ Attorneys Fight to End. 

The seven year legal battle on behalf 
of the condemned men was still on as * 
they were walking to the chair, and 
even after the current had been ap- 

for a lawyer was on the way by 
airplane to ask Federal Judge George 
W. Anderson in Williamstown, Mass., 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The men walked to the chair without 
benefit of clergy... Father. Michael 
Murphy, prison chaplain, waited, till a 
minute before

Sacco and Vansstti protested their 
innocenée to the last and made abort 
speeches before the current Was ar- 
plied. Madeiros walked to the chair 
in a semi-stupor caused by over eating. 
He shrugued his shoulders and made 
no farewell statement. : 


“Long live Anarchy,” Sacco cried 
in Italian as he sat down in the chair. 
Then in broken English he went on: 
“Farewell, my wife and child and all 
my friends,”
